Tliere were, however, two aspects 
of the President'* return that con' 
tirmed certain growing antl-Amer' 
lean prejudice*. One — and It may 
have been I^eT^^aW^^— wns the den- 
ilty of the security ' screen kept 
nround the President at nil times In 
Pari*, Thi* drew criticism when he 
attended the summit conference at 
Geneva, -and It drew the same kind 
tire this time. The conservallve 
Psrls newspaper, Figaro, had a bni. 
tal cartoon showing an aged Iks 
ftlmosc entirely surrounded by Ihug- 
glsh -looking" bodyguards with tom- 
mygun* only half concealed. 

Europe's belief In America's lenr 
the security obseplon thnt raanl- 
tested Itself In the grotesque phsses 
ot McCartlrylsm, was confirmed by 
the phalanx ot police, soldiers and 
.lecret service men surrounding the, 
President. The security wns pertect. 
No single demonstrator poked his 
head up In 'any public pir " 
the cost may have been too high In 
relation to the European suspicion 
that Americans are haunted by 
doubt and tear. 

A lecond aspect that confirms 
other European prejudice was 
President's tendency lo aound n 
nlistlc and preacherbh. Tills 
noticeable In his opening address 
and It colored the unfortunate lan- 
guage of the "declaration" that pre- 
ceded the final communique. 
Although the President was not 
Bare of It, there yiu In this con- 
dcicensjon. as ot one who comet 
from a superior world to lay down 
the moral law, Europe simply does 
nol want to be preached to. And this 
'la e.ipcclally true nttcr the memory 
ot ths shocking photographs that 
came out of Little Rock with bayon- 
eted troops holding bock crowds 
.leeklng lo attack Negro whool chil- 
dren. Those memories are atlll trtsli. 
The real offender In this respect. 
, ot course. Secretary of State. 
John Foster Dulles. His moralldng. 
li one dC the principal rciuona lor, 
his unpopularity. 
The European press hna devoted 
inslderable apace to the Dulles 
article In Lite magazine which 



getting on with common task of dC' 
tense would be welcome, nic 
preachments out ot America have n 
smugnesf that doea~ not, in Euro- 
pean eye*, seem Justified nt the 
present moment. 

Still another European prejudice 
works against what Is felt to be the 
American overemphasis on weapons 
rather tlian on the political and eco. 
nomic side ot the contest with com. 
munlim. This Is Uie other aide of 
the securlty coin. 

Europe has lived so long on the 
doorstep ot disaster that Uie Amer. 
lean reaction to Uie Soviet Inter, 
continental balJbUc missile and the 
sputnik* seems exaggerated It not 
pajilcky. It Is hord^or the Europeai 
lo undtntand the conditioning ot 
America's long Isolation, Just 
is hard for the American to 
prebend .what it me.ms to live to 
close to so many neighbors. 
Ike— ond the nickname Is Vart 
urope'ji vocabulary— Jias been 
man whoie career took In both 
'orlds. He stood for the grassroots 
American who never lost sight ot 
the common danger and the com' 
.ccesslly. As the leader ot the 
allied arrnles, commanding the vast 
productivity of America, he never, 
theless had humility and a com< 
prehension of the ordcaJ Europe had 
been Uiroush. Or these,, at any rate, 
the endowment*,-wmi which 
Europe clothed him. 

In recent years the bridge 
the AUantlc has grown na 
and more difficult to cross. The ties 
that were so strong during the .i 
have frayed out. A great deal now 
depends on whether Uiere 1* 
any real drive and energy from 
Washington In carrying out the 
promises of ft relnvlgorated NATO. 

ThB claims of success, bolstered 
by the teclinlques of Mtdlson ave- 
nue on television, will ftit suffice. 
Here again one encounters a preju- 
dice that has taken a deep root- 
America Is alt boast and vainglory. 

There are stilt large niseis, and 
one of them Is Pte.ildent Elsenhower 
and what he stands lor. Tlic speech 
that he made when he arrived In- 
Paris ai the start of the conference, 
Ith Its warm and gracious tribute 
lo France and his years spent 
among the French, was the old ~' 
senhowcr. 

For Europe, this was a conference 
ot primary Importnnce— n sort ot 
:vcr period, and Europeans 
.tching in the manlha Just 
ahead with the closest attention to 
wh«lher deeds are now to match 
action.
